PROFITS. _ 

Mr. P. H. W. Ross, President of the 

National Marine League of the United 

‘States, puts the less above the greater, 


in his argument against the building 
of wooden ships by the Government 
for war use. In his telegram to 
Chairman WILLIAM DENMAN of the 
United States Shipping Board, Mr. 
Ross said: 

It is not so much 4 quéstion of the 
cost. The real point is that the United 
States does not wish to find itself at 
the end of this war, and at the open 
ing of the commercial war that must 
follow, saddled with an immense fleet 
of non-profitable ocean tonnage of 
wood, while our industrial competitors 
will all be equipped with new, swift, 
and up-to-date cargo vessels of steel 
with which world’s

war is ended. Above all other ques- 
tions stands this, for on the answer 
to it all depends: Can we build wooden 
ships quicker than we can build steel 
ships? If we can get a fleet of wooden 
ships into the water and ready for 
service in transporting our troops and 
supplies for our troops across the At- 
lantic, in sending cargoes of food and 
munition to our allies, even two or 
three months earlier than we can get 
steel ships ready, then the Govern- 
ment ought to build wooden ships in 
large numbers and with all possible 

Building these ships is but a part 
of the mighty contract to which the 
United States has put its signature, 
and the very essence of that contract 
is speed. What boots it if wooden 
ships be classed as “ non-profitable 
ocean tonnage” after the war, if by 
building them and using them we can 
gain a few months of time in our 
preparations to defeat Germany? In 
that undertaking ume is precious de- 
vond all estimate. Our wooden ships 
would pay for themselves ten thou- 
sand times over if by the gain in time 
we were able to make Germany feel 

the weight of our blow e three months 
earlier, if they enable us to send food- 
stuffs to our allles so promptly and 
in such abundance that they will be 
freed from all danger of privation 
through submarine warfare. _ 

Three months’ gain now might 
shorten the war a year. The saving 
to ourselves, to our allies, to human- 
ity would make it a matter of no 
consequence whatever what became of 
the wooden. ships after the war was 
ended. Nobody has proposed that we 
build wooden ships exclusively. The 
slower construction of Steel ships 
would be pushed with all energy, and 
they will play their part in the rival- 
ries of commerce when peace returns. 
But our present thought must be to 
end the war in the shortest possible 


THE GERMAN MYSTERY. 

Leading members of the Catholic 
Centrist Party in Germany go to 
Austria and hold conferetices ‘with 
leaders there. Austria is the great 
Catholic Empire, and has at present 
a ruler who is obviously tired of the 
war. Hardly have the Centrists -re- 
turned before Catholic South Ger- 
many produces surprising manifesta~ 
tions. Newspapers which havé heart- 
u supported Pan -Germanism sud- 
denly abandon their policy and come 
out against the Government. Then 
MATHIAS ESZBERGER, the Centrist 
leader,. formerly a. supporter of the 
Government, makes a resounding at- 
tack on it, and from the replies made 
to this unprinted speech it is evident 
that he demanded internal reforms *

and misses altogether the ‘vital point 


we can do at present is to note these 
facts, not to theorize about them. If 
the Vatican, through Austria, is at 
last exerting pressure on Berlin to 
end the inhumanities of U-boat war 
and to make the German rulers re- 
cede from their determination to 
wreck the world rather than give in 
an inch, a great hour in the history 
of the world has struck. But it is 
impossible to form any conclusions 
until there are more facts. 

What is certain, however, is that, in 
spite of all the pooh-poohing, under 
orders, of the American war prepara- 
tions by the German press, those 
preparations are taken seriously. Why 
is there a sudden outburst against 
submarine warfare? Because it was 
that which brought America into the 
war, and because those who make it 
mistakenly imagine that if the sub- 
marine outrages ceased America 
would be in a mood to make peace. 
Certainly the dread of America must 
be strong upon them if. they are so 
anxious, and not only the dread of 
America but the dread of America’s 
early participation in the fighting, for 
if they thought we would not be ef- 
fective until next year they could 
afford to let the submarine war go 
on until that time was near at hand. 
There have been curious evidences, 
for a long time, that something more 
than popular unrest was stirring in 
Germany. The people are not a pow- 
er there, but there are powers, and 
it is among these powers that mys- 
terious rumblings have been heard. 
Last April the journeys of Count 
HERTLING, the Bavarian Premier, to 
Austria created great disquiet and 
many rumors. ‘Then came the Berlin 
Post's story of how Bavaria had been 
kept in line by a promise to give 
her part of Alsace-Lorraine, which, 
whether true or not, caused much 
unrest in. Saxony. Meanwhile the 
constant upheavals in Austria and the 
constantly recurring reports about the 
disaffection of Emperor CHARLEs, and 
especially of the Empress, have kept 
a monotonous accompaniment to the 
suppressed noises from the Catholic 
South of Germany. It is difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that a large and 
influential part of the German coali- 
tion is out of sympathy with the 
Kaiser's methods and is growing more 
so all the time. | 

It would be the best thing that 
could happen to the world if the Vat- 
ican, which has so much influence 
with Austria and South Germany, 
should accept the truth that the only 
way to the peace of Europe is for 
Germany to recede from her position. 
Meanwhile it is impossible to refrain 
from conjecture about why Mr. Liorp 


Gronan should hmve chosen such a 


sthgwlar tine us the end of June to 
inform Germany that if some “other 
‘Government than her present one wae 
seated in office the Allies would be 
willing to give that new Government 
easier terms. The thing is true, and 
any time is a good enough time to 
say it, but Mr. Groras is not 
in the habit of uttering eternal truths 
that have no application to the pass- 
ing hour. Did he know something 
that the rest of the world does not 
know, and was his announcement in- 
tended, not for the universe in gen- 
eral, as it seemed to be, but for some 
particular ears in, say, Austria?

ANARCHISTS AND SOCIALISTS. 
ALEXANDER BERKMAN tried his hand 

at assassination, a cowardly assas- 
sination, in 1892. Fourteen years in 
the penitentiary merely taught him to 
divert his passion for destruction to 
the assassination of the laws and Gov- 
ernment of the United States. The 
GoLDMAN woman, for years a firebrand 
of disorder and sedition, spent her one 
innocuous year at Blackwell's Island 
for incitement to riot. The conviction 
of these chronic fomenters of disturb- 
ance for conspiracy to obstruct the 
military laws of the United States is a 
public service that honors the jury 
which reached the just verdict, careless 
of that atmosphere of fear with which 
anarchy always seeks to protect its 
“martyrs.” That verdict should be a 
stern and salutary notice to the forces 
of domestic violence and foreign sym- 

pathy, active under N names in 
the United States. 

Judge MAYER presided over the trial 
with perfect fairness, dignity, and 
good temper. .The gift of the defend- 
ants for impertinencies, irrelevancies, 
and speeches to the galleries might 
well have exacerbated the most long- 
suffering judicial temperament. The 
infliction of the maximum penalty and 
the promptness with which the crimi- 
nals were sent to their prison destina- 
tions were in thorough consonance 
with the demands of justice and cal- 
culated to be a deterrent to a class of 
public enemies the easy American tol- 
erance of whose offenses, in this time 
ot war. more than ever noxious, can go 
on no longer.

By this legislation, Congress seems to 
have assumed the right to determine what 
shall be the measure of compensation. But 
this is a judicial and not a legislative 
question. The Legislature may determine 
what private property is needed for public 
purposes—that is a question of a political 
and legislative character; but when the 
taking has been ordered, then the question 
of compensation is judicial. It does not 
rest with the public, taking the property, 
through Congress or the Legislatie, its 
representative, to say what compensation. 
shall be paid, or even what shall be the 
‘rule of compensation. The Constitution 
has declared that just compensation shall 
be paid, and the ascertainment of that is 
a judicial inquiry. 


In the same case, Judge Brewer 
quoted with approval the following ex- 
pression of opinion by the court in the 
case of Isom vs. Mississippi Central 


The right of the Legislature of the State, 
by law, to apply the property of the citt- 
zen to the public use, and then to consti-

Arthur von Briesen of the law firm 
of Briesen & Schrenk. 25 Broad Street, 
recently wrote to ex-President William 
H. Taft, who is Chairman, of the Red 
Cross Executive Committee, asking Mr. 
Taft to interpret correctly a statement 
which was recently published that 
during this war the Red Cross will 
serve the United States and her allies 
exclusively.”” Mr. von Briesen pointed

**I respectfully ask,” Mr. von Briesen 
wrote, whether it means that our Red 
Cross, when abroad, will be helpful only 
to the wounded on one side of the battie- 
fields and will avoid serving the wound- 
ed on the other side? 

In his reply from Pointe-a-Pic, Can- 
ada, dated July 7, Mr. Taft outlines the 
position of the American Red Cross to 
be as follows: 


Pointe-a-Pic, Canada, July 7, 1017. 
My Dear Mr. von Briesen: 

I cannot think that the statement you 
saw was a correct one, or, if it was prop- 
erly construed, that it meant what you 
construed it to mean. The question arose 
at the last meeting of the Red Cross which 
I attended, and over which I presided, 
when all the chapters of the Red Cross 
east of the Mississippi were assembled for 
instructions with reference to the cam- 
paign to secure contributions of $100,000- 
000, which has since been so n 
carried through. 

At that meeting, as elsewhere, the ques- 
tion was frequently put.

A celebrated panel painting by Andrea 
Mantegna, valued at $200,000 and be- 
longing originally to King Charles I., is 
coming to America as the result of a 
purchase made by the art firm of Duveen 
Brothers at Fifth Avenue. Con- 
sidered one of the most famous gems of 
Italian art, the panel, held for centuries 
by the family of the Earl of Pembroke 
and Montgomery, was to have been put 
on sale at Sotheby’s in London yester- 
day.
